The Water Problem. 


The water question of Alanieda prom- 


ises to become a serious1 problem* be- 
fore many months pass by. As is gen- 
erally known, the principal water sup- 
ply oi Alaiueda is artesian wells, lo- 
cated at High street and at Melrose.' 
The works arc owned by R. K. Thomp- 
son, and jinre water is furnished. 
The 


rates for the venr conrnienciiip; with 
next July, were fixed last February by 
the City Trustees upon a basis that will 
give the Captain a return of about 7 
per cent, on his capital invested. Cap- 
tain Thompson is not satisfied with the 
revenue ii'hich he is receiving and 
thinks that he is entitled to at least S 
percent.. In fuct, the rates established 
by the trustees, which are So cents per 
luOO gallons to ordinary consumers and 
20 ce its per 1000 gallons where over ten 
million are used in a year, caused a dis- 
gust to eome over the Captain and he 
gave orders not to lay a single pipe nor 
to increase the service in any way. 


Here ia where the difficulty conies in. 
On many of the streets no mains are 


laid, while on others the mains are too 
small and could not supply a hydrant. 
The policy of Captain Thompson in 
keeping the water service as it ia has 
already commenced to retard the prog- 
ress of the town, Not many days ago a 
gentleman desirous of building two 
ho'ises on Court street asked the water 
company to lay a pipe in (hat strest. 
He wan informed of the orders of Cap- 
tain Thompson, and the gentleman 
abandoned the projected improvements. 
This is but one instance, and similar 
cases occur almost every day. 
The real estate agents realize the dan- 


ger and are becoming alermed. Unless 
Captain Thompson changes his policy 
it will now be almost impossible to sell 
property on luany of the streets of the 
citv. 
Additional fire hydrants are 


needed all over the city, but under the 
present conditions thedeficiency cannot 
be supplied. 


Captain Thompson knows all these 


facts, hut he is of the opinion that he is 
not to blame. 
"It is bad for the city," 


remarked Mr. Border), ihe superintend- 
ent of the waterworks, to a THIHUNI: 
reporter, "bnt the City Trustees are re- 
sponsible. They were plainly told that 
7 per cent interest was not sufficient, 
and should have fixed the rates at 40 
cents per thousand gallons. 
Captain 


Thompson does not feel justified in 
putting his hand down into hia pocket 
and making improvements in an enter- 
prise on which lie does not get a legiti- 
mate return. 
All the money which he 


made last year was expended on the 
plant, and he thinks it is time to make 
some money out of it. For that reason, 
he will allow no more pipes to be laid, 
although they are sorely needed in 
many streets." 
This matter was briefly considered at 
the meeting of the Improvement Asso- 
ciation last evening. J. A. Way mire 
gave it as his opinion that the water 
company could be compelled to lav a 
pipe when requested, but this question 
would doubtless have to be passed upon 
in court. In the meantime, the progress 
of Alarueda will be retarded in many 
parts of the city.
